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City Must Notify Individual Greenbriar 
Owners of Overpass Condemnation Suit 


JUDGE’S RULING DISTURBS CITY

A last-minute motion submitted by Greenbriar Phase I con¬ 
dominium owners on August 7 has stalled the condemnation 
trial for the pedestrian right-of-way easement through Green¬ 
briar Phase I. The new trial date is September 25. 


In a pre-trial hearing last 
Thursday, Circuit Court Judge 
Jacob Levin granted Phase Ts 
motion to postpone the proceed¬ 
ings so that all 252 owners and 
their mortgagees could be given 
an opportunity to enter the case 
as defendants. Notices of the 
condemnation must be sent by 
the city, after which owners will 
have 10 days to respond. If opt¬ 
ing to enter the case, each owner 
would be responsible for his own 
legal counsel. Judge Levin said 
that because due process was in¬ 
volved, it appeared necessary to 
include all 252 owners and their 
mortgagees. 

Judge Levin also granted the 
request of Carl and Brenda Jones 
of Phase I to enter the case as 
defendants. The Joneses are 
among those individual Phase I 
owners who feel they will be 
more adversely affected by the 
overpass than other owners be¬ 
cause of their close proximity to 
the pedestrian walkway. The 
walkway, which will run through 
the parking area between 7716 
and 7718 Hanover Parkway, will 
connect witli a pedestrian over¬ 
pass crossing the Bftltimore- 
Washington Parkway and join¬ 
ing Greenbriar to the rest of the 
city at Gardenway. 

Authority to build the overpass, 
which will provide a safe cross¬ 
ing of the highway by students 
at Eleanor Roosevelt Senior High 
School, was granted to the city 
in a municipal referendum in 
September 1979. The U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of the Interior, which main¬ 
tains the Parkway, has agreed to 
pay construction costs of the 
bridge structure. 

Process Costly 

City officials were chagrined at 
Judge Levin’s ruling, since it 
came at the eleventh hour and 
will cost the city about $3,000. 
The logistics of researching titles 
and sending notices to 252 own¬ 
ers—husbands and wives separ¬ 
ately—and their mortgagees will 
place a heavy burden on the city 
staff. City attorney Emmett 
Nanna has estimated the proce¬ 
dure could be accomplished with¬ 
in 90 days. If that is the case, 
another postponement of the 
trial beyond the present Septem¬ 
ber 25 date will be necessary. 

Commenting ruefully, Nanna 
said, 'There seems to be, if not 
a total absence, a considerable 
shortage of law on the subject. 
The (Greenbriar) Covenants and 
Master Deed does not cover con¬ 
demnation by public authority. 
Apparently in this field both leg¬ 
islators and developers are look¬ 
ing to the judiciary to fashion 
suitable solutions on a case by 
case basis/’ 

Nanna told the News Review 


that he objected in Court to the 
postponement and intervention 
by the individual owners because 
the application to the Court for 
permission to intervene was tar¬ 
dy. "By serving the Council of 
Owners, Greenbriar Association 
Phase I,” Nanna said, "I have in 
effect served all the owners under 
the terms of the (Greenbriar) 
Master Deed and Covenants * . . 
All members were owners and 
members of the association which 
represents them. Everyone knew 
about the case during the last 
year and a half. 

Defense Strategy 

According to William Ayers, 
Phase I President, not until a 
week before the court hearing 
date was the legal strategy 
mapped out by the attorneys at 
a meeting with Phase I Board 
members and interested owners. 
Leo William Dunn represented 
Phase I, and Douglas Bregman 
the Joneses. George Brugger, at¬ 
torney for Greenbriar Associates, 
developer of Greenbriar, was un¬ 
able to attend the meeting. At 
this meeting, Ayers said, Board 
members were informed that (1) 
the "constitutional question” that 
all of the property owners have 
not been joined as defendants in 
this case was involved and that 
(2) a motion for dismissal or 
postponement should be sub¬ 
mitted to the Court for the city's 
failure to include all 252 Phase 
I owners as defendants. 

Previously the contention of 
the Phase I Board was that it 
had the authority to represent 
the entire block of owners and 
the discretion to negotiate on 
behalf of 252 units. 

The strategy is generally inter¬ 
preted as a delaying tactic. Some 
Greenbriar Phase I residents ap¬ 
parently hope that if they hold 
out long enough—especially with 
the completion of the Greenway 
Shopping Plaza — a pedestrian 
walkway will be built along 
Greenbelt Road, eliminating the 
need for the Phase I-Gardenway 
overpass. (The State Highway 
Administration opposes a Green¬ 
belt Road walkway because of 
safety hazards.) 

Negotiation 

Ayers explained that after the 
voters gave the city the green 
light for the construction of the 
overpass (197 residents in Green- 
briar Precinct 13 voted for the 
Garden way overpass; 89 were 
against), Phase I owners were 
prepared to negotiate. They 
wanted to get as much money 
as possible, however, for the 
.09945 of an acre of land needed 
for the pedestrian right-of-way 
easement. 

When the city’s offer of $3,678 
in December 1979 was rejected by

City Solicitor Emmett Nanna 
informed the Greenbelt City 
Council on Monday that it would 
take about 60 days to serve the 
252 Phase I owners—wives and 
husbands separately—and their 
mortgagees. Special process ser¬ 
vers appointed by the Court will 
be under the direction of Assist¬ 
ant City Manager Dennis Pien- 
dak. 

City Manager James K. Giese 
said that, because many Phase 
I owners "may be taken aback 
by receiving court papers in per¬ 
son,” the city will alert them by 
mail to expect notices of the con¬ 
demnation. 

Process servers are required to 
make two attempts to deliver the 
notices, after which service will 
be made by publication. 

Councilman Charles Schwan 
observed that the city did not 
anticipate that It would have to 
serve each owner in Phase I. 
“Is there any possibility that 
Phases II and III can assert own¬ 
ership?” he asked Nanna. 

Nanna did not think so since 
"the Declaration of Covenants 
run to Phase I.” 

Evelyn Feller, Ridge Rd., won¬ 
dered if it would be useful for 
the city to research this ques¬ 
tion. 

Phase I owner Peg Johnson, 
an opponent of the Garden way 
overpass, asked if there were any 
chance that council will recon¬ 
sider its vote on the Gardenway 
overpass in view of the cost of 
serving all Phase I owners and 
mortgagees and other escalating 
costs. Donald Shell of Phase I 
told council that the city will also 
be faced with a higher appraisal. 

Responding to Johnson, Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld stated that he 
was unaware of any interest in 
the community or on council to 
reconsider. (Only one of three 
members of council who voted 
for the Gardenway overpass may 
move to reconsider — Schwan, 
Wiedenfeld or Thomas White.) 
Weidenfeld added that the over¬ 
whelming popular vote for the 
Gardenway site led him to con¬ 
clude that there was little chance 
for reconsideration. 


Phase I, the city started condem¬ 
nation proceedings in February 
1979. In July 1980 the city made 
an offer of $8,000 for the property 
and $2,900 additionally for land¬ 
scaping and a fence. This offer 
was also turned down because, 
Ayers said, it did not offer ade¬ 
quate compensation. 

Phase I’s appraiser set a value 
of $29,200 for the property— 
$10,000 for the property itself and 
$19,200 for damages such as de¬ 
valuation of units near the path¬ 
way, noise, vandalism and liabil¬ 
ity of homeowners because out¬ 
siders will be crossing Green- 
briar’s land. The city's two lat-

Efforts are already underway, 
according to director Lindley 
Darden, to seek grant monies.

eration. These were: publicity, 
programming, house (selling tick¬ 
ets, running the refreshment 
counter, and managing the build¬ 
ing itself), the technical commit¬ 
tee (which looks after and oper¬ 
ates projectors, lights, sound, 
heat, plumbing, and air condi¬ 
tioning), long-range fund raising, 
short-range fund raising, and 
clerical assistance. Further com¬ 
munity participation is being 
sought for all committees. 

Around 250 persons are now 
members of the corporation. 
Three of these—directors David 
Lange, David Benson, and Her¬ 
ling—drew up the articles of in¬ 
corporation. The board of direc¬ 
tors consists of 20. 

Following a short refreshment 
period, members were entertained 
by vocalists Arlene Golden and 
Nancy Prestipino, with the latter 
at the piano, and later by a 
performance of the one-act play, 
'The Make-up Artist,” featuring 
Golden and Stuart Fensterheim. 

The Cultural Arts Center, in the 
half year of its existence, has 
offered a variety of entertain¬ 
ment-stage plays, film selec¬ 
tions, puppet shows and mime, 
and evenings of music. The next 
dramatic presentation, scheduled 
is 'The Red Shoes.”

Mayor in Music Man 

While attending a two week 
management training session at 
the Federal Executive Seminar 
Center in Oak Ridge, Tenn., 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld made a 
guest appearance in a local pro¬ 
duction of “The Music Man.” He 
was introduced in the show as 
“a fellow municipaliiarian” by 
the mayor of River City, the site 
of Meredith Wilson’s famous mu¬ 
sical comedy, 

Wleidenfeld found that the city 
of Oak Ridge has a history simi¬ 
lar to Greenbelt’s origins.

New Food Stamp Rules

Presenting Red Shoes”

“The Red Shoes,’* presented by 
the Greenbelt Players at our own 
Utopia Theatre (August 15-17), 
will delight all ages.

During the first half of 1980, 
Twin Pines’ members earned 
$530,340 on their passbook 
savings and their savings cer¬ 
tificates. For this period, 
passbook dividends totalled 
$227,696, while certificates 
earned $302,644.

Total assets of Twin Pines were

est appraisals were $7,386 and 
$5,339. 

Both defendants — Greenbriar 
Phase I and the Joneses (individ¬ 
ual owners) are in agreement 
that damages should be awarded 
in addition to compensation for 
the easement right-of-way. How¬ 
ever, the question of how the 
money should be divided appears 
to be at issue. 

Ayers notes that “each home- 
owner (in Phase I) has an equal 
value of the land . . . whether 
or not on the 'front lines’.” 

Bregman, speaking for the in¬ 
dividual defendants, said there 
would be a diminution of the 
value of those units of the “front 
lines 1 ’ (those closest to the path¬ 
way). Therefore* the owners of 
these units, he said, feel they 
should receive the larger share 
of the damages. 

Bregman explained that this 
could be accomplished by seek¬ 
ing a "special verdict” from the 
jury rather than a "general ver¬ 
dict" In a "special verdict” the 
jury would decide each owner’s 
share.

Russell, a music teacher and 
a consultant to a wide variety of 
mental health agencies and one¬ 
time legislative analyst to the 
Maryland General Assembly, as 
well as a former family and adol¬ 
escent counselor at youth services 
bureaus, replaces Delegate Joan

Delegate Pitkin remains an 
active member of the council and 
she and Russell represented the 
county at a statewide conference 
of children’s councils and repre¬ 
sentatives of the statewide office. 

The purposes of these councils 
are to examine program services 
and plans for youth; to identify 
duplications, inefficiencies or ef¬ 
fectiveness of those programs, to 
analyze budget requests affecting 
youth programs, to review the use 
of federal funds for those youth 
programs and to inform the pub¬ 
lic concerning those programs in 
each locality.
